I’resident, is a great subject: too groat 
to be reponded to in the few minutes I 
shall occupy tonight. 
We of this day 
and generation are so accustomed to 
free and public schools that it is difficult 
for us to realize that there was a time, 
and not very long ago,when there were 
no free and public schools, in the sense 
in which we now use tha t term. 
I he early history of the struggles 
and great efforts of Jefferson to esta b­ 
lish a system of universal education, or 
free school system, in the states, is 
doubtless familiar to you all. 
One of 
the greatest works associated with the 
name of Jetlerson was the formulation, 
during the declining years of h i s life 
of a system of popular education. 
Hut 
Jefferson lived until 1826, and yet he 
I did not livelong enough to see a sys 
tern of common schools established in 
his own state. 


Pennsylvania, which was one of the 
earliest states to adopt the common 
school system, 
was 
for 
twenty-five 
years the battle ground of the friends 
and opponents of free education, 
It 
j was not until K m tha t Pennsylvania 
j adopted a 
common 
school 
system. 
Nicholas Diddle was the originator 
and faithful advocate of the Pennsyl- 
1 vania system. 


In Illinois, public schools did not be- 
I come a reality until the Legislature of 
| 1854 passed an act providing for the

tion encountered many rebuffs. 
1 am informed by the 
Hon. 
Wn . 
Barge, that, after the act had passed 
the leislature in this state providing 
for the maintenance of public schools, 


1 he 
attended 
a 
state 
teachers' 
meeting at Peoria in 1854, and for two 
days the question was discussed among 
the teachers, 
whether the common 
or free public schools wore not best 
suited for the comrm n or poor people, 
and many asserted that the branches 
to be taught in the common schools 
| should consist of -polling, 
reading, 
writing and 
arithmetic, 
all 
other 
branches above those could 
best be 
taught in, and by right belonged to, 
the academies and seminaries. 
He in­ 
forms rno that the association devided 
upon this question. 
Public sentiment 
was distrustful of free schools, 
and 
many prominent and 
wealthy people 
were opposed to them. 
In our own 
j city many public meetings were called 
and this question discussed during the 
summer and fall of 1854. But the great 
principle enunciated in the organic 
law of 1787 would not die, 
and after 
the sturdy pioneer element had been 
taught by enlightened ideas, 
and by 
the experience of frontier life the wis­ 
dom of free education, 
the cause of 
; public schools was won, 
and 
in the 
| early winter of 1854 the first graded 
school in Illinois, was organized in our 
own city 
of Dixon under the super­ 
vision of Mr. 
Barge. 
We owe, then, 
the 
great 
institution 
of 
free 
schools principally to two forces; first, 
to the noble and enlightened men who 
thought and wrote long in advance of 
the sentiment of their time: and second, 
to the irresistible efforts of the earnest, 
honest common people who, after they 
had realized the value of the system, 
fought valiantly for its adoption. 
But 
j when this system of education wa« 
i adopted our people were largely com- 
j posed of one class; there were none 
j very rich or extremely poor. 
Now 
times and conditions have changed, 
and itisdoubtful in my mind if a free 
school system could be adopted at this 
time, if it were not for the fact that 
our people have been oducated to it 
during the last forty 
years. 
The 
wealthy people, 
with their 
money, 
could, and I firmly believe, would pre­ 
vent its adoption, and for this reason, 
and for the many blessings our noble 
cause of free schools have brought, 
and are continually bringing us, let u« 
guard them as a treasure, keeping 
them at such a high standard that 
they shall command the respect of all 
classos, and wield an influence that 
will forever make them popular. 
Dixon 
High School 
was 
organ­ 
ized with a course of study in 1858, 
The first class was graduated in 1864, 
and every year since, 
with the ex­ 
ception of 1869 and 1874 a class ha« 
been graduated therefrom. 
The Alumni of Dixon High School 
are scattered all over this country: 
many of 
them are today occupying 
positions of trust and influence 
in 
almost every kind of business, and the 
various stations of life. 
The course of 
study in most of our high schools of 
today, is higher and better than that 
taught in most of the academies and 
seminaries before the free school sys­ 
tem came into vogue. 
But we must not give all of our 
attention to the high schools. 
We 
j must keep an ever watchful eye on the 
grades from the primary up, 
<>ur en­ 
rollment shows tha t about two-thirds 
of all our pupils are in the first four 
grades, or the primary department, 
and if figures teach us anything, 
it is 
that a large per cent of our pupils in 
the public schools attend only about 
four years, and then drop out to battle 
with life s 
struggles, with only 
a 
meager education, and it is the duty of 
the schools to do all in their power to 
educate these children for citizenship, 
and let us try to make these few year« 
useful, and give the very 
be 
^truction, of the most 
useful 
practical cha racter, 
in the 
1 
time they are permitted to enjoy 
opportunities. 
And now a few words in regar 
maintaining the great institution 
free schools, and I am through. 
As has been said, “ Every good thin, 
under the sun is expensive.“ 
p> yu!

spends $140,(>00.000 annually to main 


expenses to such an extent as to crip, 
pie, or in any way weaken, the useful­ 
ness of our public schools. 
The real 
fact is, 
that of all the 
monies expended for public purposes, 
there are none that yield so large re-

the investment as those 
B J that are expended for schools.

A Q U ^ R OLD ENGLISHMAN. 


Tho maft L a ug he r a m i 
H i* C ur i o us E x pe r l - 
« *nn*H, r hys l c a l » ml < >t he r « I» « *. 
Thomas Laugher, who is said to have 
died tit the age of 112, has an amusing 
record that connects him with Holborn. 
He was a well educated man, for he had 
studied at Christchurch, Ox ford, for 12 
years. 
In early life he had been a wine 
merchant in Tower street and failed, 
owing to the failure of a very largo 
house in the sauie trade, Neele, Fordyce 
& Co. It so affected Laugher that lit* be­ 
came blind and speechless, and the skin 
peeled off fr« » m the whole of his !>ody. 
Though a wine merchant, he never 
drank any fermented liquor for the first 
50 years of his life. 
The old m an’s 
memory was prodigious. 
He well re­ 
membered, m 1705, seeing Queen Anne 
going to the house of pwrs, seated on a 
pillion behind the Lord Chancellor, and 
lie talked alx mt the death of William 
III. 
He had U*en a %\ell made man, 
rather aUivo the middle height. 
At 80 
he had a severe fit of illness, and then a 
fresh head of hair canny and new nails 
on the fingers and to« » s, 
A contraction 
that took place in the fingers of each 
hand at this instant remained always 
after. 
Nothing is said about new t« *« *th 
coming in his ease, and he must soon 
have recovered sight and sjh*« h*1i, which 
misfortune had deprived him o* 
so 
abruptly. 
He had a son, who died at the age of 
80, and whom be always called “ |>oor 
Tom m y.” This boy of fourscore looked 
very much older than his father, and the 
fact led to some curious mistakes on the 
part of strangers who saw them togeth­ 
er. 
Once, when they were walking in 
Holborn, the son could scarcely keep 
pace with tin» father— in fact, with so 
great difficulty and distress did he do so 
that ho attract« *« ! the attention of a gen 
tleman, who went up to old Laugher to 
ex postulate with him on his want of 
filial duty in not aiding more his vener 
able futher. 
The old man told him of 
his mistake, but tin* stranger refused to 
give the least credit to his assertion un 
til somebody [» as,sing at the time, who 
knew the Laughers well, certified to the 
perfect truth of the story. 
All four turned laughers then; at 
their separation all 
Holborn 
h<*a:m« l 
with smiles, and grew quite radiant for 
a moment, hut. the nex t second it relapsed 
into its hustling but somcwhut mclan 
choly quotidian business—cash hunting. 
One feels amused at this fussy moralist, 
who allowed such prevailing anx iety 
and oflioiousness to direct others in the 
path of virtue, smiting, as the mote, un 
conscious of tho I* » am.—Notes and Qin* 
riea.

THE FIRST LIGHTHOUSES. 


T hey Were a n Outgrowth of th e B ea con 
F ire« on H ea d la n d s. 
Lieuten an t John M. Ellicolt, U. S. 
N ., writes for tft. Nicholas a paper on 
lig hthouses, en titled, “ Tin * Lig ht« That 
Guide In the Nig ht. ” Lieuten an t Kill 
cott sajs: 
When ships an * sailin g upon the ocean 
tin * lig hts of heaven are their g uides. 
Kven in the dark ag es, when the com­ 
pass an d sex tan t were un kn own in stru 
men ts, the seemin g ly motion less pole 
star hun g like a beacon lig ht in the 
n orthern heaven s, an d tin * risin g an d 
settin g of the sun an d 
stars distin 
g uished the east from the west. 
When , 
however, ships come n ear the lan d, the 
lig hts of heaven are n ot 
sufficien tly 
safe to g uide them. 
Rocks lie in their 
paths, un seen in the n ig ht, reefs an d 
shoals spread un der the water, while 
un suspected curren ts sweep the frail 
craft all blin dly upon these dan g ers. 
Nevertheless, ships were sailed alon g 
dan g erous coasts for cen turies before a 
plain sy stem 
of 
markin g dan g erous 
places was in ven ted. 
The early mar 
in ers were hold an d reckless rovers, 
more than half pirates, who seldom 
own ed a rood of tin * coasts alon g which 
they sailed, an d could n ot have estab­ 
lished lig hts an d lan dmarks on them 
had they eared to do so. 
The rude be 
g in n in g , then , of a sy stem of lig hthouses 
was when the merchan ts with whom 
the reckless marin ers traded in those 
dark ag es built beacon s n ear the harbor 
mouths to g uide the ships in to port by 
day an d lig hted fires for their g uidan ce 
at n ig ht. As such a harbor g uide had to 
be a sure lan dmark in the day time an d 
a lig ht by n ig ht, it soon took on a set­ 
tled shape— a tower on which could he 
built a Are, an d such a tower was usual 
ly built of ston e. 
Thi* .method of g uidin g ships in to 
the ports which they soug ht was scarce 
ly established before human wickedn ess ; 
used it us a mean s for their destruction , j 
Bauds of robbers, or, as they am** to ' 
be called, “ wreckers,” 
would 
hide! 
themselves somewhere n ear the haven ! 
soug ht hv a richly laden vessel, an d, 
after overpowerin g the 
fire keep« is, 
would ex tin g uish the beacon lire on the 
n ig ht on which the ship was ex pected. 
Then they would lig ht an other lire n ear 
some treacherous reef. 
The marin * r, 
sailin g boldly toward the false lig ht, 
would dash his vessel to destruction on 
the reef, whereupon the robber han d • 
would plun der the wreck an d make oh 
with the booty .

Now, suppose y ou take 
the air from out between the molecules, 
what happen s? Molecules remain at rest 
— stay 
in con tact. 
Electricity g oes 
t hroug h w ithout an y obstruction , an d 
there y ou are— n o loss of curren t at all. 
Log ical, isn 't it?” 
The en g in eer was g ettin g fain t, but 
he foun d voietM iioug h to admit that the 
theory was certain ly in g en ious. 
“ 1 kn ew y ou’d say so,” said the en ­ 
thusiastic x isitor. “ Now, it on ly re­ 
main s to ex tract the air, an d th a t’s 
what w e’ve 
don e—g ot 
an 
airpump 
th a t’ll pump all the air out from be­ 
tween the molecules of a copper wire. 
W i’ve don e it—don e it on a mile of 
w ire, sir. Took a mile an d a furlon g to 
cover a mile, because the wire short­ 
en ed up when the molecules crowded 
tog ether. 
T hat's what w e’ve don e, sir, 
an d I thin k y ou’ll ag ree with me that 
w e’ve g< t the g reatest in ven tion of the 
a ges, w on ’t y ou?” 
The en g in eer g asped for breath an d 
then diplomatically told the stran g er 
that he would do a little fig urin g in the 
seln me to si e how much mon ey it would 
save m a y ear an d s« n d a report in writ 
in g « ai tli*1 merits of the project. 
As 
the visitor bowed himself out the en ­ 
g in eer turn ed to The Ex press reporter 
uud remarked: 
“ Did y in g< t on to that? T h a t’s on ly 
a sample, il there’s on e « ran k comes to 
mv office in a day , there are a dozen . 
Every on e is crazy on electricity , an d 
they all thin k they have in ven ted the 
very thin g that Edison an d Tesla an d 
all t h e n st have failed to obtain . 
It 
wouldn 't do for me to tell a man like 
that there was n othin g in his w ild proj­ 
ect of pumpin g air out of the in terstices 
between the molecules of a copper wire. 
H* simply w ouldn ’t have believed me 
an d would have spen t hours try in g to 
demon strate that his in ven tion was 
practical. ” — Buff alo Ex press. 


H ow T h e ir I n itia l V elocity I» C a lcu la ted 
In Tent» it Sa ndy H ook . 
To the lay man on e of the in terestin g 
features in a big g un test is the method 
by which the in itial velocity of the 
projectiles is calculated. When he hears 
that the modern hig h power g un s often 
ex pel a shot at an in itial velocity of 
2,000 feet a seeon d, a rate that if sus­ 
tain ed would mean a mile in three sec­ 
on ds, he realizes the difficulty of calcu­ 
latin g the speed. 
An ordn an ce officer 
must have accurate kn owledg e of the 
velocity (if a projectile, that he may pre­ 
dict its ran g e an d pen etration an d de­ 
termin e the accuracy of the g un . 
It is 
a comparatively easy matter, however, 
w ith th« * n ew’ in strumen ts to calculate 
acc urately the in itial velocity of a pro­ 
jectile, an d an y on e who is fortun ate 
en oug h to visit San dy Htx ik when big 
g un s are bein g tested may see how it is 
don e. 
Two open frames are set up 15 0 feet 
apart in fron t of the g un . 
Wires are 
stretched back an d forth across these 
frames, makin g a screen throug h which 
the shot must pass. 
The wir« *s in each 
screen form a complete electric circuit, 
which in cludes also an electric battery 
an d an electro mag n e t. The projectile, 
after 1« avin g the g un , flies throug h the 
wire in the first screen , in terruptin g the 
circuit an d releasin g the arm ature of 
the mag n et. In a space of time so small 
as to b( liar by con ceivable the projec­ 
tile has covered the distan ce between 
the tw’c fra n es an d pierced the wire in 
the s* on u, in terruptin g its electric cur­ 
ren t an d releasin g the arm ature of its 
mag n et, as in the first case. The in ter­ 
val between the drop of these two ar­ 
matures represen ts the time spen t by 
the projectilo in travelin g 15 0 feet. 
This time is in dicated by the chron o­ 
g raph in the laboratory n ear by . 
Wires 
run from each screen to the laboratory , 
which is fitted up with batteries an d 
switchboards. 
The armature of the first electro m ag ­ 
n et is an iron rod about 8 feet lon g , 
which is suspen ded vertically . This rod 
falls when the secon d electro m ag n et is 
placed a little below the first, an d when 
it is released it acts as a kn ife, an d, 
strikin g the side of the fallin g rod, 
makes a slig ht mark. 
The distan ce of 
this cut or mark from the en d of the rod 
in dicates the distan ce throug h which 
the rod has dropped while the projectile 
is passin g from on e screen to an other. 
This forms the un it for the calculation 
of the projectile's velocity in feet per 
secon d. New ex plosives an d hig h power 
g un s have in creased the in itial velocity 
of projectiles won derfully in the last 
few’ y ears. 
Projectiles may be ex pelled 
n ow w ith a force that will make them 
effective at a ran g e far bey on d ordin ary 
ey esig ht.—New York Sun .

erdown on June 22, 189 8, in tin* Medi­ 
terranean, or the wreck of the ¡Spanish 
cruiser Keiua Regeute, on March 10, 
189 5, with 420 officers and seamen. 
The list of minor accidents to foreign 
naval vessels in the past few y ears 
would bo too long to enumerate. 
But 
the stranding of the British ironclads 
Howe and Anson, the flagship Amphion 
and the cruiser Sultan were far more 
grave affairs than any such accidents 
which have occurred to any of our ow u 
heavy vessels within this period.

“ How does the shah spend an ordi­ 
nary day ? Weil, h** is a busy man. 
He 
rises early , per forms his devotions, has 
a piece of thin, pasty Persian bread and 
a glass of sweetened tea Then at about 
8 o’clock lie receives his ministers. 
He 
is slovenly in habit and walks up and 
down the room with his slippers flip- 
flapping. 
Indeed, the story goes that 
th** reason In* parted with his first wife 
was because she constantly complained 
that he did not wash himself. 
“ He dictates dozens of letters, hears 
dispatches read, consults authorities, at­ 
tends m inutely to every detail of busi­ 
ness.
